In the 
euit thus commenced J. M. Damron is 
made a party. 
The allegations in the 
complaint are sworn to by W . F. Hen­ 
ning, Esq., partner of Judge O’Melveney. 
It is 
here alleged on the death of 
Bernard Newman, George B. Maldonado 
became bis heir, and Mrs. Maldonado, 
his mother, was made the gnardian of 
his estate. 
Later she married her pres­ 
ent 
husband, 
Hentig. 
The 
con­ 
tention is that she 
thereby became 
incompetent 
to 
act 
as 
guardian. 
It is further alleged that she is squan­ 
dering the estate, and in support of this 
allegation the complaint goes on to show 
that in 188S J. H. B ook, administrator, 
turned over to her $6,024 79, of which 
$3,400 was paid to Damron & Shaw as 
attorneys’ fees. 
Other expenses ate into 
this sum, and the boy got only $358 79 
In September, 1889, $690 rents were paid 
the guardian, but she brought in a bill of 
debts amounting to $834 90. 
September 13th she made a petition to 
sell real estate to pay off the debts, show­ 
ing a balance due J. M. Damron of $3,500, 
and a further item of $1,500 also due 
Damron for legal services in a case in the 
United States Courts. 
The complaint 
alleges that $1,000, all in all, was the full 
amount 
at 
any time due Damron 
& 
Shaw, 
and 
that 
this 
was 
paid by the administrator of the estate of 
Newman. There was no order of any 
court made at any trial to carry down 
any balance in favor of any attorneys, 
and it is alleged that Damron rendered 
no services iu the suit in the United 
States Court. 
The allegation is made that Mrs. H en­ 
tig is under the superior influence of J. 
M. Damron, and that she and he are con­ 
spiring to defraud the estate. To this end 
the claim of $3,500 due Damron is falsely 
made. Land worth $500 is alleged to be 
appraised through their influence at $250. 
A sale of real estate was effected re­ 
cently, afld the return made to the court 
shows that the price paid was $4,900. 
The complaint alleges that this return is 
false, that the land was really sold for 
$9,900, and that Mrs. Hentig and Dam­ 
ron have concealed this from the court. 
These are grave charges, which if not 
disproven will prove a heavy weight 
around the aspiring attorney’s strong 
neck, making his race in any direction 
slow.

C alifornia National Banks. The City Treasur­ 
er’s bond and th e City Bank bond &ie not to be 
classed w ith each other, in that the Treasurer 
gives bonds for the faithful discharge of his 
duty, aud crim inal proceedings could not be 
brought against him for defaulting. There is 
no necessity of his m aking any use of said 
fuuds in order to earn the amount they wou'd 
cost anyone borrowing them . The City Bank 
la holden t.nly far tbe performance of a con­ 
tract. and It is expected to loan the city money 
and will be obliged to loau it in order to not be 
at a loss.

STANFORD’S FARM LOANS SCHEME 


The Meat Inspection and Food Adul 
teratio n Bill Called Up. 
Other Legislation. 


A s s o c ia te d P r e s s D is p a tc h e s t s 
th e H e r a l d 


W a sh in g t o n, M arch 10.— A m ong the 
bills reported and placed on th e calendar 
in th e Senate today was one for th e con­ 
struction of post-office bnildinga in tow ns 
an d cities w here th e postoffice receipts 
h av e for th e last three years exceeded 
$3,000 a year. 
T he bill fixing the tim es and places for 
h olding U nited S tates courts in th e State 
of W ashington passed. 
P ublic building bills for th e S tate of 
W ashington w ere reported and placed on 
th e calendar, as follow s: T acom a, Seattle 
an d Spokane F alls, $100,000 e a c h ; W alla 
W alla, $80,000. 
S tanford offered a pream ble and reso­ 
lution instru cting 
th e 
com m ittee on 
finance to inquire w h at relief for th e e x ­ 
isting agricultural depression m ay h e fur­ 
n ished by th e U nited States, and p ar­ 
ticularly w hether loans m ay not be m ade 
by th e G overnm ent on m ortgages on real 
estate, indep endent of im provem ent, at 
such rates an d to such am ounts as will 
m ake security to th e G overnm ent per­ 
fect, th e G overnm ent to receive some 
sm all 
rate of in terest 
(one to two 
per cen t.), an d to be able to call in*a per­ 
centage of th e loans from tim e to tim e at 
its discretion. 
H e subm itted rem arks in 
favor of th e resolution. 
R eferred to the 
com m ittee on finance. 
P lum b offered a resolution (agreed to) 
calling on th e S ecretary of th e Interior 
for a statem en t as to th e cause of w ith­ 
holding p atents for lands w ithin th e 
lim its of th e U nion Pacific land grants. 
T he bill appropriating $500,000 for a 
public building a t S alt Lake O ity, U tah, 
w as passed. 
On m otion of S herm an, th e bill pro­ 
viding for th e inspection of m eats for ex ­ 
p o rtation, prohibiting th e im portation of 
ad u lterated articles of food for d rin k and 
authorizing the P resident to m ake a pro­ 
clam ation in certain cases,w as taken from 
th e calendar. 
M auderaon suggested th a t one of th e 
g reat troubles in connection w ith th e e x ­ 
portation of m eat products was th e m u ­ 
nicipal requirem ents of foreign countries, 
and asked S herm an w hether th ere w as 
an y th in g in th e bill th a t could rem edy 
th a t trouble. 
S herm an said th a t for several years 
p ast restrictions h ad been im posed in 
F rance, G erm any and G reat B ritain on 
th e im portation of m eat products. 
The 
general com plaint m ad e in all theEe 
countries was th a t th e re w ere no m eat 
inspection law s in th e U nited S tates such 
as ex isted in E uropean countries. 
H e 
believed th e passage of th e bill would 
enable th e proper authorities of 
th e 
U nited S tates to procure and release 
various restrictions m ore or less, and 
would thereb y add a t least $50,000,000 to 
th e A m erican exportation of beef pro­ 
ducts. 
B ate rem arked th a t several bills k in ­ 
dred to th is one w ere pending before th e 
A gricultural co m m ittee; th a t it was a 
m atter of vast im p o rtan c e; th a t th e 
pending bill was a substitute for th e 
original bill, an d h ad only been reported 
last w eek and m ore tim e should he al­ 
low ed 
for 
th e 
consideration 
of th e 
m easure. 
T he discussion w as farth er participated 
in by A llison, P lum b, T eller and E d ­ 
m u n d s, w hen th e hour of 2 o ’clock 
arriv ed , w hen th e bill was laid aside 
w ithout action and th e E ducational bill 
was tak en up. 
H iggins addressed th e Senate in advo­ 
cacy of th e bill. 
Jones, of A rkansas, followed H iggins. 
H e said th e L egislature of his S tate h ad 
instructed her Senators to vote against 
th e bill, an d h e should obey those in ­ 
structions. 
A t th e close of Jo n es’B speech th e Sen­ 
ate proceeded to vote on th e am endm ents 
proposed by th e com m ittee, and they 
w ere severally agreed to. 
T he bill was 
th e n laid aside, and after an executive 
session th e Senate adjourned.

W a sh in g t o n , M arch 10.—In th e H ouse 
today th e Senate resolution was con 
cu rred in , providing th a t the Senate and 
H ouse com m itteeson im m igration jointly 
investigate th e w orkings of th e various 
law s of th e U nited S tates and th e several 
S tates relative to im m igration. 
T h e resolution w as am ended so as to 
direct th e joint com m ittee to investigate

A m erican w orkingm en 
likely to follow th e purchase of A m eri­ 
can indu stries by foreign capitalists, was 
am ended. 
T ne floor w as th e n accorded to the 
com m ittee on D istrict of Colum bia. 
D istrict business having been com ­ 
pleted , th e Senate bill was passed for th e 
tak in g of th e census in A laska.

The Blessings of Money Di­ 
lated Upon 


BY ONE WHO OUttHT TO KNOW. 


Senator 
Stanford 
Elneidatef His 
Scheme for Subsidizing the Til­ 
lers of the Soil. 


V aso clated P r e s s D iB D atches to t h e H j b a l d . 


W ash in gto n, M arch 10.—Senatoi Stan­ 
ford in presenting his resolution $> the 
Senate today, relative to Governm ent 
loans on real estate, said : 
“ From th e earliest civilization th e e has 
existed in all countries th e need oj some 
com m odity th a t will staa d as a repre­ 
sentative of values through w hica ex­ 
changes can he m ade w ithout th e com ­ 
m odities them selves being passed from 
hand to hand. 
In th e process of tim e 
gold and silver cam e into use for this 
purpose of equalizing exchange, and to­ 
day w hen stam ped by responsible Gov 
ernm ents these m etals have a value as 
m oney far beyond any possible value 
they m ight have were they only used in 
the arts. 
M oney becomes valuable as it 
stim ulates industry and facilitates tho 
exchange of th e products of m en’s labor. 
“ A governm ent bond is valuable to its 
holder on account of the interest it earns. 
As an energetic factor in th e transactions 
of m en, it only am ounts to th e percentage 
w hich it draw s ; but w hen th e bond­ 
holder, by depositing it w ith th e G overn­ 
m ent, receives back 90 per cent, in gov­ 
ernm ent bills, 90 per cent, of its value 
becom es energized into an active com­ 
m odity, giving em ploym ent to th e ener­ 
gies of th e country. 
In like m anner, if 
the farm er were able to borrow from the 
G overnm ent, w ithout interest, a certain 
am ount of its bills, giving h is farm as 
security therefor, to th a t ex ten t hie land 
would become an active force, and he 
would be enabled, w hile giving em ploy­ 
m ent to th e ex ten t of th e m oney loaned 
him , to im prove his farm and increase its 
value to th e full am ount of th e loan. 
T hus th e G overnm ent loan would be 
doing a double duty. 
“ Now, the activities of this m oney do 
not term inate w ith its expenditures by 
the farm er. Those who have received it, 
in th eir tu rn , will m ake use of it as an 
energizing factor in th e forces of life to 
an indefinite period. 
A i m oney em ­ 
ploys labor it brings to life a continuing 
force of labor begetting labor, as cer­ 
tainly as its fruits are valuable. 
“ A nother way by w hich we can appre­ 
ciate w hat m oney activly need m ay per­ 
form in th e settlem ent of the balance, is 
to be found in the value of com m odities 
produced and exchanged, as com pared 
w ith th e am ount of m oney in circulation. 
H ow far th e boundless resources of our 
country shall be put into activity depends 
n o t only upon th e active in d u stry of 
our people, but upon th e power necessary 
to induce th i t in d ustry; and it should oe 
the fostering care of th e G overnm ent to 
see th a t such industry receives every en­ 
couragem ent. 
“ A n abundant supply of m oney m eans 
to individuals of capacity a field for the 
uee of th eir ability in proseen ting their 
various callings of life, and will be par­ 
ticularly valuable to associations cf in d i­ 
viduals by affording them facilities for 
obtaining capital for the transaction of 
every kind of business. 
An abundance 
of m eney 
m eans universal 
activity, 
bringing in its train all th e blessings that 
belong to a constantly em ployed, indus­ 
trious, intelligent people. 
“ If these proposed loans could be m ade 
by th e G overnm ent w ithout risk, I do 
n ot th in k there would be any serious 
obstacle in th e way of th e accom plish­ 
m ent of th e object of this revolution. Ia 
m y opinion am ple protection would be 
afforded th e G overnm ent if it lim ited its 
loan to one-half or one quarter of th e as­ 
sessed value of th e property given as 
security, and upon th e appraisem ent of 
G overnm ent officers especially selected 
for th a t duty. 
“ I t seem s' to m e the great thought of 
hum anity Bhould be how to advantage 
th e great m ultitude of toilers, increase 
th e ir power of production an d elevate 
th e ir condition. 
We know th a t great 
im provem ent is w ithin th e 
provisions 
of providence, and in th e prosperity of 
th e m asses of the people th e prosperity 
of all is assured. 
M an is th e rightful 
heir to peace and prosperity, and very 
m uch depends upon th e intelligence of 
G overnm ents to represent the associated 
capacities and interests of th e whole. To 
m e, one of the m ost effective m eans of 
placing at a m an ’s disposal th e force in­ 
herent in th e value of property, is thor­ 
oughly furnishing a bountiful supply of 
m oney to be based upon unquestioned 
and secure values.”

T he T a r iff an d tne F arm ers. 
T he condición of th e W estern farm ers 
is becom ing worse every year. I t is 
w ithin th e bounds of tra th to say th a t 
ab o u t one half of th e ir farm s are m o rt­ 
gaged, an d , as th e tim es go, th e ir re­ 
dem ption is becom ing m ore p roblem ati­ 
cal every year. 
I a 102 counties in Illi­ 
nois over eig h t m illions of acres of farm 
lands are m ortgaged for $14",320,054. In 
th e single year of 1887 new m ortgages 
w ere filed fo r record covering 2,178,532 
acres. 
A t th e last census the farm s of 
M ichigan were valued at -$500,000.000, 
an d th e last report of th e Labor -Com­ 
m issioner show ed th at one half th e farm s 
of th a t State w ere m ortgaged at one half 
th e ir valwe. 
If in these tw o W estero 
S tates, w here th e farm s are w ell stocked, 
an d w here long settlem en t has enabled 
th e farm ers to practice th e h ighest econ 
om ics in h u sb an d ry , th e m ortgage canker 
h as eaten so deeply, w h at m ust be the 
conditiun in th e new er W estern States'? 
A sa n exchange says, “ If th e great tariff 
ta x , th a t ever drains and oppresses the 
farm er, continues for a few years longer, 
th e farm s will be ow ned e>y th e m en who 
already own the m ills, and th e poor 
farm ers 
will 
become 
overseers 
w orkers for bosses.” The operation of the 
w ar tariff has been m ost ruinous to the 
farm ers of th e W est, and y e t th e W est­ 
ern S ates, through the vote of th sir 
farm ers, hav e steadily adhered to th e 
p arty w hieh, th rough its policy, is ca rry ­ 
ing them rapidly on to destruction. 
It 
is im possible th a t these m en can be 
m uch longer deceived by th e specious 
an d false reasoning of th e w ar tariffitea. 
W hen they open th e ir eyes, as they as 
Bnredly w ill, to th e iniquity they have 
helped to m ain tain , th e p arty w hich has, 
through th e war tariff, taxed them to 
d eath , will be p erm anently retired from 
power. 
If the farm ers of th e W est have been 
deceived by the R epublicans w hen they 
w ere m ade to believe th a t high protection 
secured for th em a hom e m arket for their 
products, how is it th a t í)ow n E ast farm ­ 
ers, who are in th e very m idst of the 
m anufacturing tow ns w hich were to give 
them the hom e m arket, have fallen into 
th e sam e tra p ? Ttiese m en have had 
ocular proof, in th e desertion of whole 
farm ing districts, of th e falsity of the 
claim , an d yet th ey have stuck closely to 
th e party th a t h as destroyed their hom es. 
T he poet W hittier, last D ecem ber, wrote 
to his friend, Judge N ott, in the following 
plaintive strain : 
“ E very year, w hen I 
go to the N. H. hill country, I find more 
an d m ore abandoned farm s, and the 
sig h t takes aw ay m uch of th e pleasure of 
a sojourn in view of th e m ountains 
Ju d g e N jit him self, w riting of the con­ 
dition as he know s it, says: 
“ Driving th ith e r I found a huge old 
tim e tw o-story ch u rch , a large academ y 
(w hich had blended in th e distance with 
th e ch u rch ), a village w ith a broad 
street, p erhaps 1-50 feet in w idth. I drove 
on and found th a t th e church was aban 
doned, th e academ y dism antled, th e vil 
lage deserted. 
T he farm er w ho owned 
th e farm on th e north of th e village lived 
on one side of th e street, and he who 
ow ned th e farm on the south on th e ether, 
and they were th e only in h ab itan ts. All 
of the oth ers had gone. 
H ere had been 
in d u stry , education, 
religion, comfort 
and co ntentm ent, but th ere rem ained 
only a d rear solitude of forsaken hom es 
Y et these farm s are w ith in a stone’s 
throw of th e m uch vaunted hom e m arket 
for farm ers, w hich the w ar tax advocates 
declared would m ake th e A m erican h u s­ 
b an d m an rich in th e retu rn s for h is pro 
ducts. 
P ennsylvania farm s are also going out 
of sight u nder th e h am m er of th e Sheriff. 
In Bucks county, says a local paper, 
“ the Sher ff’a bell is h eard around the 
hom estead, and th e en d is not yet. 
Econom y m ust be th e w atchw ord, or the 
n ativ e farm er will be a th in g of the 
p a st.” 
A great S:at9 is th u s passing to 
decay under th e sirocco of subsidized 
furnaces and g riading m onopoly. W hile 
th e 
protected 
C arnegies 
flourish 
splendor and give one h u n d red thousand 
dollar dinners in W ashington, th e farm ­ 
ers w ith th eir “ hom e m a rk e t” a t their 
door, are bowed u nder th e w eight of 
taxation and debts th a t are crushing 
th em to death. 
W ell m ay th e Som erset 
(N . J.) Messenger ai-k in view of paBeing 
events an d unm istakable fa c ts : 
“ W hat benefit is th e p resen t high pro­ 
tective tariff to farm ers? N one w hatever. 
On the contrary, it is the prim ary cau-e 
of the depressed condition of agricultural 
pursuits. 
The tariff don’t advance the 
p rice of farm products, b u t it increases 
th e expenses of th e farm ers in m any 
w a y s; as it is nothing else th a n an in­ 
d irect tax upon w hat they buy for the 
su p p o rt of their fam ilies and th e im ple­ 
m en ts cf industry. 
N ails, lum ber, tin. 
s a lt, iron, coal and a thousand and one 
th in g s th a t enter into consnm ption, are 
taxed.” 
Or, in other words, th e unprotected 
farm er pays th e enormous prices ths 
protected manufacturer is enabled to 


T he o u tfa ll S e w e r . 
W e have heretofore draw n th e a tte n ­ 
tion of our people to the fact th a t, u n d e r 
th e ordinance calling for a vote to issue 
bonds for th e outfall sew er, th e w ork 
will te rm in a te w hen it reaches th e P a­ 
cific ocean a t Ballona beach.

T he reDort finds a cash balance 
due H enry of $92,510.16, and th a t th e re 
should be returned to him collaterals ag­ 
gregating over a m illion dollars, and o r­ 
ders th e cancellation of all H en ry ’s obli­ 
gations. T h e M aster finds th a t these 
obligations have been paid to th e T ravel 
era’ Insurance C om pany by th e receipt 
of

of 
various 
irrigating 
com panies, 
of Colorado, 
w ith w hich 
H enry has been connected. 
All claim s 
m ade by th e T ravelers’ Insurance C om ­ 
pany for th e m isappropriation of m oney 
by H enry in K ansas and Colorado are 
rejected by th e M aster. 
T his result 
affects th e m oat im portant Agricultural 
districts, and changes the legal status of 
m ore th an half of the large irrigating 
canals of Colorado.

The American war ship Iroquois arrived 
in port today in distress, with four ship­ 
wrecked sailors aboard. The Iroquois 
left Honolulu November 20th, for Samoa, 
to relieve the United States ship Adams, 
and stopped at Marshall and Gilbert 
islands. 
Three days after leaviog Gil­ 
bert island the engine broke down, and 
the ship began leaking. A succession of 
heavy gales from the eastward prevented 
the vessel from returning, and she was 
forced to 
go north. 
Provisions and 
fuel ran short, and the officers and crew 
have been on half rations since Febrn 
ary 15th. 
The crew suffered greatly 
from the sudden change from a tropical 
climate to the intense cold of Cape 
Flattery. 
While at Marshall islands five of the 
crew of the American trading schooner 
H . L. Tiernan, of San Francisco, were 
taken aboard. 
The schooner capsized 
November 25th in a heavy squall, and 
eleven passengers were drowned, all 
South Sea islanders. 
The officers, crew and nine native 
lft leengers were saved, after being in a 
ship’s boat for six days with very little 
water. They were taken to Knox, Mar­ 
shall islands, where they went on a 
small schooner to Mille islands. The 
m ate, cook and two • amen took pass*ge 
on the Iroquois. 
Ned Goodwin, the 
cook, (colored), died at eea February 
15th. 
The vessel was owned by A. 
Griffiths, San Francisco, and was fnlly 
insured. 
The Iroquois will take a fresh 
supply of provisions and fuel, and await 
instructions from Mare island. All hands 
are well.
